strike out a recital of facts. 

Mills, of Texas, characterized Can- 
non’s position as the boldest, most 
reckless and absurd position he ever 
heard maintained in a legislative body ; 
that nader the constitution, the Jour- 
nal Was to be kept by the House, not 
by ‘the Speaker or his clerks. He 
charged the Republican party with 
being false to its pledges on the mat- 
ter of silver, and said that Democrats 
would give the people freeand unlim- 
ited coinage of silver; that the people 
will ask the Republicans why, when 
they were sent here as friends of sil- 
ver, they voted to prevent a consum- 
mation of the pecples’ wishes and a 
fulfillment of their promises. 

Peters of Kansas, though declaring 
himself a free coinage man, sustained 
the Speaker’s action, contending that 
under the rules it wds the Speaker’s 
duty to refer the bill as he had done.
